Berlin, . December 16.—( United 
News.) —The turning poito of the 
entire German reparations problem 
fs foreshadowed by the report of 5. 
Parker Gilbert, American reparations 
general, covering the third year of the 
operation of the Dawes plan. 

The report, ‘made public tonight. 
presages for the first time two vita! 
evenis: Fixing of Germany's total in- 
debtedness to her former enemies 
which the Dawes plan left open, and 
suggesting the possibility of far- 
reaching revjsion of the plan whereby 
“Germany would be given a definite 
task to perform under her own re- 
sponsibility without foreign superv!- 
sion and without the transfer of pro- 
tection.” 

Gilbert’s report declares that “un- 
eertainty regarding the total amount 
of reparations liabilities inevitably 
teuds-everywhere in Germany to di- 
minish the normal incentive to do 
things and to accomplish reforms 
clearly in the country’s own’ interest,” 

Hints at New Agreement. 

Without naming the _ inter-alliec 

debts, Gilbert hints that the time will 


come soon when a final comprehen- 
sive agreement concerning the ques- 
tions of reparations and “connected 
questions” will be possible.

News.)—Detectives are to be employed 
by the special senate investigating com- 
mittee to determine whether the Hearst 
Mexican documents are genuine. 

Testimony regarding the documents 
is so conflicting and such grave inter- 
national matters are at stake that the 
rcommittee decided today it should go 
to the bottom in endeavoring to ascer- 


itain whether Mexico actually has been 


intriguing agaidst the United States or 
wiiether the documents are forgeries, 
as some claim. 

Spanish experts are to be asked to 
study the doenuments to ascertain 
whether there are grammatical errors 
or other irregularities which might 
throw, some light on the genuineness 
of the papers.

Columbus, Ga., December 16.—( 
D. B. Brooking, 42, this afternoon 
killed his wife, Susie Brooking, at- 
tacking her With a knife and nearly 
severing her head from her body. The 
slaying occurred in a small store, 
operated by Mrs. Brooking, in the 
North Highlands sections of the cify. 

Arrested by city policemen and 
lodged in the city jail, Brooking free- 
in announcing the committee's action, 


merely declaring: “The committee has 
just met in executive session and vot- 
ed charges of moral turpitude against 
the governor.” 

According to his account of the af- 
fair, he visited the store run by his 
wife to purchase a soft drink. He} 

~\ ashe cursed him, whereupon he 
attacked her with a knife and cut her 
throat. 

When Brooking was firet arrested 
he did not know that his wife war 
dead, but when told at the jail that 
she had died almost instantly, he 
expressed satisfaction. His only re- 
gret, he said, was that he had not 
hurned down the store after cutting 
his wife's throat, in order that her 
mother might not get any of the 
property. 

The Brookings, according to re 
ports, had been married nine years 
rand had been .estranged at frequent 
intervals. Heookings had not been liv: 
ing with his wife for six weeks prior 
to the slaying. 

There was .no one else in the store 
at the time of the killing but several! 
hersons Claim to have seen the actual 
illing through a witdow. None could 
relate any of the conversation that 

receded the attack on Mrs. Brook- 
ing, but they “told policemen how 
Brooking slashed the woman's throat 
twice with a pocket knife. ng threat

Cincinnati, Ohio, December 16.— 
The mind of George Remus, master 
of an enormous bootleg business, was 
under the legal microscope at his mur- 
der trial today. 

Alienists came to the witness stand 
and testified Remus not only was 
sane on October 6, when. he shot and 
killed “his wife, but is sane now -and 
always has been sane. 

It was the first time through five 
weeks of the trial that the closely- 
guarded jurors have heard a profes- 
sional view of Remus’ mentality. 

Despite his plea of transitory, ma- 
nifcal insanity, the defendant seemed 
more proud than not when the doctors 
fate. he thought ary and force-

Defendant Shows Aikesieale 


Remus was as amused as the rest 
of the courtroom crowd when Dr. Ma- 
bel Fernald, psychologist, who per- 
formed ceretain psychometric tests. at 
the request of the alienists, told about 
her examination into the mind of Ke- 
mus, 

He was not very pleased when she 
said his intelligence barely was that 
of an average adult, but he chuckled 
and sniekered happily as in cross-ex- 
amination Dr. Fernald explained some 
of the tests by which she had arrived 
at that opinion. 

Charles H. Elston, cocounsel for de- 
fense, asked the question that some- 
how managed to make the trial a 
hysterical kindergarten lesson. Spec- 
tators were tittering and at least two 
of the jurors were overcome with 
laughter. 

Elston asked the witness if she 
hand't asked Remus to draw some pic- 
‘tures. h remembrance the defend- 
ant rocked with mirth.

The $290,000,000 tax reduction pro- 
posed by the revenue bill, as it was 
passed by the house last night, is 
more, in President Coolidge’s opinion, 
than the condition of the treasury 
warrants. 

No doubt was left at the white 
house today that the president cone 
siders the reduction—roughly $635,- 
000,000 in excess of the total recom- 
mended by the treasury—would be 
excessive, although there was no defi- 
nite indication given that Mr. Coole 
idge would veto the bill as predicted 
in some cuarters if its total is not 
pared down. 

On the president’s behalf it was re 
iterated that much depends on busi- 
ness conditions when tax reduction is 
considered and that while he believes 
a boom possible next year which 
would enable the treasury to with< 
stand such a cut as the house favors, 
he does not think such a condition 
probable. 

Heavy Expenditures. 

It also was pointed out again that 
there will be extraordinary expendi- 
tures in the coming year, such as 
those for flood control, which will be 
a considerable drain on the treasury,

AN OUTLINE OF HYGIENE. 
12.—ROUGHAGE OR FILLER. , 


Formerly we assumed that if one 
received an adequate quantity of pro- 


essential for normal nutrition. In the 
last few years we have learned that 
éssential for normal nutrition. Now} 
newer knowledge of nutrition adds to 
the essentials, and that is roughage or 
filler. 

Some of the foremost pliysicians of 
the day are at present putting up a 


{kind of despairing resistance to this 


last recognized essential. The trouble 
with these good doctors is that they 
are so close to the pathological, they 
see so much disease, they are so fa- 
miliar with organic impairments and 
alterations of function, that they can’t 
quite distinguish normal digestion from 
the digestive difficulties of their pa- 
tients. So it seem to me, the better 
the doctor in his special line of prac- 
tice, the less attention should we pay 
to his stern disapproval of the practice 
or habit of eating such indigestible 
things as bran, for example, Bran 
may be very bad medicine for most of 
the folks the doctor knows. But he 
doesn’t know well people—people give 
him a rather wide berth uniess and 
until they get sick. 

Certainly the physiologists—they 
deal with normal couditions, not wo 
validism—deem mere bulk or filler 
necessary factor in the digestive iene: 
ments, and we must endeavor to free 
our mind from the fine old fancies 
about pepsin and such things and 
grasp the fact that movement, manipu- 
lation, peristalsis, is the important fea- 
ture of the digestive process 

People commonly cherish the fallacy 
that milk, if one takes an exclusive 
milk diet, or cheese, if one eats it 
freely, is “constipating.” It isn’t. No 
food is constipating. That notion is a 
mofbid twist or turn of the physi- 
ological fact that milk or cheese is 
not laxative. It is not laxative sim- 

ly because, in normal digestion, it 
eaves so little residue, so little bulk, 
filler, roughage. waste mafter, in the 
intestine. ‘That is all there is about 
it. ‘Bat some le who ought to take 
- freely, or should enjoy eat- 
ing cheese, ave these excellent items 
because they imagine milk and 
cheese “bind” the bowels. Remem

SETS NEW MARK 


Total value of contracts for build- 


ing and engineering work in Atlanta’ 


during November was $4,343.000, the 
highest for any November in the city’s 
history and exceediifR any other 
month during 1927. These figures 
were made public Friday by the F. W. 
Dodge corporation of New York, in 
its monthly report on construction 
activities, 

A gain of 62 per cent over October 
was recorded in figures for the entire 
state, the amount given as Georgia's 
total being $6.442,000. 

Atlanta's total was more than dou- 
ble that of October of «this year, or 
November, 1926, 

Included in the November building 
record for Georgia were $2,545,000, 
or 37 per cent of all construction, for 
industrial plants; $1,943,300, of 931 
per cent, for residential buildings; 
S969.900, or 14 per cent, for educa- 
tional projects, and $457,000, or 7 
per cent. for commercial buildings. 

Atlanta's construction record for 
November contained the following 
items of note: $2,083.000, or 48 per 
cent of all construction for industrial 

lants: $1,262,800, or 29 per cent, 
or residential buildings: $748,400, or 
17 per cent, for educational projects, 
and $221,500. or 5 per cent, for com- 
mercial buildings.

Only a few days ago the south 
was also paid marked tribute when 
the statue of Alexander Stephens, 
‘ice president of the @onfederacy. 
was unveiled in Statuary Hall in the 
capitol. 

Restoring Lee’s Old Home. 

Across the Potomac from Washing- 
ton, the government is restoring Ar- 
lington, the famous home of General 
Robert E. Lee, who commanded the 
Confederate troops until that fateful 
day at Appomattox. 

Lee was living in this home, an 
officer in the American atmy, when 
he resigned to take command of the 
Confederate troops. Recently § con- 
gress was advised that the home was 
falling into disrepair and the war de- 
paren was given funds to restore 
t. 

The Lee mansion is near the tomb 
of the Unknown Soldier and in time 
it may become a shrine second in in- 
terest only to those of Washington 
and Lincoln. 

A little group of men in blue and 
gray were present at today’s cere- 
monies. They called at the white 
house, the blue and gray marching in 
pairs, arm-in-arm into the president's 
office, 

In returning the Confederate flags, 
Senator Hale, of Maine, said: ‘This 
is a manifestation of what we all 
know to be a fact—that any bitter 
feeling between the north and . the 
south resuiting from the civil war is 
now and forever ended.”

Governor Ralph O. Brewster, of 
llaine, returned the flags, Senator 
Sheppard receiving them for Texas: 
senator Overman for North Carolina, 
and General W. D. Freeman for Vir- 
ginia. 

The United States. marine band 
struck up the strains of “Dixie” as 
the historic relics of America’s great 
internal struggle were handed to the 
descendants of those who once carried 
them in battle.
